and

chance to escape. 
When discovered and seeing that 
he could not get away the Newman 
boy handed Berry over $15 that he 
had just taken from the cash reg­ 
ister. 
Newman 
stated 
that 
he 
wanted some money to buy clothes 
and entered the store for that pur­ 
pose. 
Ile was turned over to the 
officials and this morning Prosecutor 
Stevens 
filed a charge 
of burglary 
against him. 
Because the boy is but 14 years 
old the 
case will come 
up in 
the 
juvenile court 
and young Newman 
will 
likely be sent 
to the 
Boys* 
school at Plainfield. 
The warrant 
from the affidavit was issued this 
afternoon and the case will likely 
go through the regular channels.

xv:27. 
“Thy brother is come; and thy fath­ 
er 
hath 
killed the 
fated 
calf, be­ 
cause 
he hath 
received 
him 
safe 
and 
sound." 
lie said in part: 
“In 
the>e days we hear much of “safety 
fir>t.” 
We see it posted iii flaming 
red letters in dangerous places. 
It 
indicates an increased concern 
for 
human life. 
There are more perils 
than 
formerly. 
These have 
been 
caused 
by increased 
invention, 
which 
has brought 
a more 
rapid 
transportation and greater speeding 
of machinery. 
Where things 
move 
faster there is greater danger. 


The “safety fir>t" campaign was 
begun in the Bible. 
The word “safe ’ 
is given a large usage in the scrip­ 
tures. 
To he free from sin is to be 
safe 
in this life 
and in 
the 
life 
which is to come. 
Only when 
the 
prodigal cut1 him self from sin 
and 
returned to his home was he “safe 
and 
sound." 
The 
“safety 
first" 
doctrine from the bible 
view-poiqt 
means to bi* free from evil desire. No 
one 
i> actually 
safe unless 
free 
from this. 
The seouree of all sin is 
found in the desire, or the lust, as 
the scriptures designate4 it. 
If the 
Iu-t is kilhsl, "in is nipped in the 
bud and can bear no evil fruit. 
The 
prodigal was possessed cl a strong 
desire for the world. 
His tastes and 
will were bent in this direction. 
But 
when he came hack home his father 
knew lie was cured of this desire, 
and he could therefore say he had 
received him “safe and sound.” God 
regenerates the desires. 
Tie causes 
ii- to hate the things we once loved. 
Herein is our safety. 


“Safety first” means 
to he free 
from 
the corrupting influences 
of 
evil associations. 
“Evil companions 
corrupt 
good morals." 
No 
young 
man can he safe and join himself 
with drinkers, or gamblers, or har­ 
lots, as did the prodigal son. 
The 
only place of safety is to be separate 
from the world. 
The “safety first 
campaign tells us 
to he cautious, 
and to avoid all the dangers we can. 
It is the safety first doctrine o f the 
Bible 
too. 
Take no 
risks. 
Avoid 
every mitral danger. Stay out of the 
way of sin. 


Society is applying the doctrine of 
“safety first" in an effective way by 
the war it is making upon commerc­ 
ialized evils. The social evil and the 
drink evil have a corrupting influ- 
uence. So long as they exist they will 
he a temptation to thousands of in­ 
nocent persons. 
To make conditions 
more safe for these all such evils 
must 
eventually 
he 
abolished. 
Popular sentiment against them is in 
the interests of safety. 


The “safety first" teaching of the 
Bible could not he discussed without 
reference 
to 
the 
judgement. 
No 
man is regarded as being sa fe un­ 
less 
he has made his peace 
with 
God. 
Since the materialistic view 
o f hell is no longer 
believed many 


have assumed that they will he safe 


from future punishment. 
In this a s­ 


sumption let us not be too reckless. 


One sacred writer recorded, “When 


they are saying peace and safety, 


then sudden 
destruction 
cometh."

State Superintendent of Public In­ 


struction Warns Against Employ­ 


ing Teachers Without Licenses. 


R E SP O N SIB L E

Several 
Instances Known in This 


County— Is Read by Super­ 


intendent George. 


At the 
regular 
meeting of the 
board of education this afternoon, 
(m inty Superintendent George read 
a letter from state superintendent, 
Charles A. Greathouse, regarding the 
employing of teachers in the schools 
of the county. 
Instances are known 
where teachers have been employed 
without holding licenses and this is 
one of the big 
points in the letter. 
The letter in full follows: 


Thi" department desires to aid the 
school officials in every way possible. 
Probably no other officer is required 
to know more about the law than the 
township trustee. It is, therefore, the 
purpo>e of this letter to call your a t­ 
tention to a few things which are of 
great importance to you as a school 


official. 


First— Ender the operation of the 
law as found in section 6592 Burns’ 
IL S. 1914, a teacher cannot legally 
be employed unless such teacher has 
a valid license at the time the con­ 
tract was made. 
If trustees employ 
tea blier s who do not have a valid 
county or state license, the trustees 
are personally liable for all money 
paid to such teacher. 
I suggest that 
you have each 
teacher you employ 
present his license to you at the time 
you make a 
contract 
with 
such 


teacher. 


Second— lf it should occur that 
yon have a vacancy 
during 
your 
school term your county superintend­ 
ent is authorized to issue a tempor­ 
ary 
county 
permit to a teacher, 
which permit must expire on tin* date 
o f the next succeeding general ex ­ 
amination, provided, that such per­ 
mit shall not he issued unless tile 
applicant has met the minimum pro­ 
fessional training requirements fix­ 
ed by law, as shown by proper cer­ 
tificate. 
This permit shall not be 
issued to anyone who has failed on 
any regular examination during the 
examination each preceding the date 
of application. 


When teachers are employed on the 
above mentioned permit, said permit 
shall he regarded as equivalent to a 
twelve-months license with an aver­ 
age of 85 per cent. 
Under the oper­ 
ation of the minimum wage law such 
teacher shall receive 2-1 times 85 or 
$2.12’ as a minimum per diem for 


teaching. 
Third.— School trustees in town­ 
ships and cities in this state are re­ 
quired to specify in a written con­ 
tract with 
each teacher that 
such 
teacher attend 
township and 
city 
institutes, or a model school for the 
one Saturday in each month during 
which 
the public 
schools 
are in 
session. 
Each teacher shall attend 
tile full 
session o f 
each 
institute 
contemplated by the law, or forfeit 
one days’ wages for every days’ ab­ 
sence therefrom, and for each days’ 
attendance 
at such institute 
each 
teacher shall receive the same wages 
as for one days teaching, provided, 
that no teacher shall receive such 
wages miles such teacher shall a t­ 
tend the full session of the institute 
and perform the duty or duties a s ­ 
signed. 
Fourth.— It is illegal for school 
officials to anticipate school revenue. 
All 
revenue 
distributed 
by 
the 
county auditor in July shall be a 
part of the revenue for the school 
year 1915— 1916. 
It is illegal to use 
this revenue to pay debts created in

Rumors of Peace Were in Circulation 


in Washington Today, But 


They Are Unfounded. 


(By United Pres*.) 


Washington, June 7.— The Ameri­ 
can reply to Germany was still held 
up today. 
It was twice recalled 
from the state department by P res­ 
ident Wilson. 
Today the statement 
wits made that it will “probably lie 
cabled tonight.” 


Friends of the administration said 
the delay i> justified by the neeess- 
ity for making the note clear in or­ 
der that a direct answer cannot he 


avoided. 


It has been no secret that Secre­ 
tary Bryan has opposed the tone of 
finality in the various note> to Ger­ 
many. 
It is said pressure is being 
brought to bear to change the note 
so that long diplomatic discussions 
will result thus making war between 
tliis country and Germany imposs­ 


ible. 


While President Wilson’s note re­ 
mained unsettled indefinitely, rumors 
of possible moves that might end the 
European struggle 
were circulated 
throughout Washington dipipmatie 
circles today. 


They were so 
intangible that it 
was impossible to locate their auth­ 
orship. 
Diplomats declined to com­ 
ment on 
them, yet 
they 
seemed 
anxious to learn if there was any 
connection between 
them 
and the 
failure of the American note to co 
forward. 


The rum ors apparently had their 
origin in the office of the Internation­ 
al hanking houses which are inter­ 
ested iii an early 
restoration 
of 
lienee. 
The note itself i" once more in the 
hands of the president. 
He is re­ 
ported to he highly displeased over 
the possible connection between the 
rumors and the fact that tile note 


lins not left Washington.

The Rev. A. D. Batchelor Preaches 


First of Series of Sermons 


on Modern Parables. 


FIRST STARTED IN THE BIBLE 


Campaign Had Its Start There, He 


Said—"Strength for the Strife," 


-Rev. Yocum's Subject. 


Last night at St. Paul's Methodist 


Church Rev. Batchelor preached the 
first sermon in a series on "modern 
parables." His subject was "Safety 
First;" 
the text was Luke xv:27. 


"Thy brother is come; and thy fath- 
er hath killed the fated calf, be- 
cause he hath received him safe 
and sound." • He said in part: "In 
these da;ys we hear much of "safety 
first." 
We see it posted in flaming 


red letters in dangerous places. It 
indicates an increased concern 
for 


human life. There are more perils 
than 
formerly. 
These havg 
been 


caused 
by increased 
invention, 


which has brought a more rapid 
transportation and greater speeding 
of machinery. Where things move 
faster there is greater danger. 


The "safety first" campaign was 


begun in the Bible. The word "safe" 
is given a large usage in the scrip- 
tures. To be free from sin is to be 
safe in this life and.in the 
life 


which, is to come. Only when the 
prodigal cut himself from^sin- and 
.returned "to "Iiis home was he "safe 
and sound." 
The "safety first',', 


doctrine from the bible view-point 
means to be free from evil desire. No 
one is actually safe unless 
free 


from this. The scource of all sin is 
found in the desire, or the lust, as 
the scriptures designate it. If the 
lust is killed, sin ,is hipped in the 
bud and can bear no evil fruit. The 
prodigal'was possessed of a strong 
desire for the world. His tastes arid 
will were bent in this direction. But 
when-he cnme back home his father 
knew he was cured of this desire, 
and lie could therefore say he had 
received him "safe and sound." God 
regenerates the desires. 
He causes 


us to hate the things we once loved. 
Herein is our safety. 


"Safety first" means to be free 


from 
the corrupting influences 
of 


evil associations. "Evil companions 
corrupt good morals." No young 
man can be safe and join himself 
with drinkers, or gamblers, or. har- 
lots, as did the prodigal son. The 
only place of safety is to be separate 
from the world. 
The '".safety first 


campaign tells us 
to be cautious^ 


and to avoid all the dangers ^we can. 
It is the safety first doctrine of the 
Bible too. 
Take no risks. Avoid 


«very moral danger. Stay out of the 
way of sin. 


• Society is applying the doctrine of 
"safety first" in an effective way by 
the war it is making upon commerc- 
ialized evils. The social evil and the 
drink evil have a corrupting influ- 
uence. So long as they exist they will 
be a temptation to thousands of in- 
nocent persons. To make conditions 
more safe for these all such evils 
must 
eventually 
be 
abolished. 


Popular sentiment against them is in 
the interests of safety. 


The "safety first" teaching of the 


Bible could not be discussed without 
reference 
to the judgement. No 


man is regarded as being safe un- 
less he has made his peace 
with 


God. 
Since the materialistic view 


of hell is no' longer 
believed many 


have assumed that they will be safe 
from 'future punishment. ,Tn this as- 
sumption let ns riot be too -. reckless: 
One sacred writer recorded, ""When 
they are saying peace, anfd safety, 
then sudden 
destruction -cometh."

County—Is Read by Super- 


intendent George. 


.At. the 
regular 
meeting ofMhe 


board of education this afternoon. 
County Superintendent George read 
a letter from state superintendent, 
ChaWes A. Greathouse, regarding, the 
employing of teachers in the schools 
of the county. Instances are known 
where teachers have been employed 
without holding licenses and this is 
one of the big points in the letter. 
The letter in full follows: 


This department desires to aid the 


school officials in every way possible. 
Probably no other officer is required 
to know more about the law than the 
township trustee. It is, therefore, the 
purpose of this letter to call your at- 
tention to a few things which are of 
greijt/ importance to you as a school 
official. 


First—Under the operation of the 


law as found in section G592 Burns' 
R. S. 1914, a teacher cannot legally 
be employed unless such teacher has 
a valid license at the tune the con- 
tract was made. If trustees employ 
te'atJierS. who~do not have a yajjjj 
county or state license, the trustees 
are personally liable for all money 
paid to such teacher. I suggest that 
you have each teacher you employ) 
present his license to you at the time! 
you make a 
contract 
with 
suchi 


teacher. 
• 
; 


Second—If it should occur that: 


you have a vacancy 
during youri 


school term your county superintend- 
ent isi authorized to issue a tempos 
ary 
county 
permit to a teacher, 


which permit must expire on the date 
of the next succeeding general ex- 
amination, provided, that such per- 
mit shall not be issued unless the 
applicant has met the minimum pro- 
fessional training requirements fix- 
ed by Jaw, as shown by proper cer- 
tificate. 
This permit shall" not be 


issued to anyone who has failed on 
any regular examination during the 
examination each preceding the date 
of application. 


When teachers are employed on the 


above mentioned permit, said permit 
shall be regarded as equivalent to a 
twelve-months license with an aver- 
age of 85 per cent. Under the oper- 
ation of the minimum wage law such 
teacher shall receive 2J times 85 or 
$2.12i as a. minimum per diem for 
teaching. 


Third.—School trustees in town- 


ships and cities in this state are re- 
quired to specify in a written con- 
tract with each teacher that such 
teacher-attend township and 
city 


institutes, or a model school for the 
one Saturday in each month during 
which 
the public 
schools 
are in 


session. Each teacher shall attend 
the full session of each 
institute 


contemplated by the law, or forfeit 
one days' wages for every days' ab- 
sence therefrom, and for each days' 
attendance at such institute 
each 


teacher shall receive the same wages 
as for one days teaching, provided, 
that no teacher shall receive such 
wages unles such teacher shall at- 
tend the full session of the institute 
and perform, the duty or duties as- 
signed; 


Fourth.-r^Tt is illegal for school, 


officials to anticipate school revenue. 
All revenue 
distributed by the 


county auditor in July shall be n 
part of the revenue for the school 
year 1915—1916. It is illegal to use 
this revenue to pay debts created in

It has been no secret that Secre- 


tary Bryan has opposed the tone of 
finality in the various notes to Ger- 
many. It is said pressure is being 
brpught |to- bear to change the note 
so that long diplomatic discussions* 
will result thus making war between 
this country and Germany imposs- 
ible. 


While President Wilson's note re- 


mained unsettled indefinitely, rumors 
of possible moves that might end the 
European struggle 
were circulated 


throughout Washington dj^Jprnatic 
circles today. 


They -were so intangible that it 


was impossible to locate their auth- 
orship. 
Diplomats declined to com- 


ment on 
them, yet 
they " seemed 


'anxious to learn if there was any 
connection between them and the 
failure of the American note to go 
forward. 


The rumors apparently had their 


origin in the office of the Internation- 
al banking houses which are inter- 
ested in an early 
restoration 
of 


peace. 


The note itself is once more in the 


hands of the president. 
He is re- 


ported to be highly displeased over 
the possible connection between the 
rumors and the fact that the note 
has not left Washington.
